THE QUEEN'S SPEECH

The Spanish-Ohilian War,
FUIVATERIE AEFORTED NEAR CADIE—RE-
INFOROFMENTS VOR THE PACIPIC.

Midrid (Dee. 24) Corecapondent of the London Times,

Writing Irom Madrid on the 24th instant, the
correspotdent of the Z7imes says:—

IY the rumors carrent here sinoe vesterday

BEYWEEN $5000 AnD R0000 wortn OF G000
STOLEN—ARREST OF FOUR MEN ON SUSPICION -
